jffquidntek Sank 


The Aquidueck National Bank o 


Ibis city has this week been defending 
a suit iu tbe United Stales Clrcul 
Court iu Providence, tbe .case being 
brought by tbe Manhattan Web Coin 
pany of New Jersey. Tbe verdict was 
against tbe bank. 


Tbe case grows out of the business 


dealings of E. Bead Goodridge white 
engaged in the rubber web business in 
this city. 


In 1895. or before, Mr. Goodridge did 


busiuess with tbe bauk as a borrower 
both on bis own account and as Treas- 
urer of tbe Manhattan Web Company 
of New York, tbe predecessor of tbe 
New Jersey corporation. This coutin 
ued until early In 1900, when tbe New 
York corporal ton dropped out of sight 
in a reorganization in which a new cor- 
poration was formed under New Jersey 
laws, continuing Ibe same business 
wltb tbe same plaut. 
Mr. Goodridge 


was also Treasurer of tbe New Jersey 
corporation, which began business with 
tbe Aqukineck Bank as a depositor with 
tbe sum of $S«(000. 


Feb. 20,1900, tbe bauk held notes of 


Mr. Goodridge aud the Manhattan 
Web Company of New York aggregat- 
ing $7760. On that date Mr. Qoodrtdge 
sent a check for that amount to the 
bank, drawn to his personal order and 
signed by himself as Treasurer of the 
New Jersey corporation. Tbe check 
was properly indorsed and accompanied 
by directions to apply the amount to 
the payment of the uotes and to return 
the same cancelled. 


William P. Martin became Treasurer 


of the New Jersey corporation lu May 
1900, and soon afterward drew out the 
company's balance in the Aquldueek 
National Bank, practically closing the 
account. With the cancelled checks 
returned to him by the bank was the 
one drawn by Mr. Goodridge for ¥7750. 
According to the evidence introduced 
in the trial nothing was heard by the 
bankconcerningthe check until abouta 
year ago. Theu the Web Company 
brought suit ou the ground that the 
'1 reasurer (Mr. Goodridge) had uo au- 
thority to draw a check to pay bis own 
uotes or those of the old corporation, ou 
the funds of tbe corporation of which 
he was then Treasurer. It was claimed 
that tbe drawJug of the check, with the 
directions accompanying It constituted 
sufficient notice to the bauk to inquire 
iuto the circumstances. 


The bank people claimed that all 


tbe appearances of Mr. Goodridseiu the 
matter were such as to arouse no suspi- 
cion, aud that it was only natural to 
suppose that in the process of re-or- 
ganization the old uotes were being 
paid by the new corporation. They beld 
that this was actually the fact, inas- 
much as three years had been allowed 
to elapse before the Web Company 
brought action. Walter F. Augell is 
counsel fro the plaintiff, and the bank's 
attorney is William P. Sbemeld, Jr., 
of Newport.

Wheu the 
road Is evened up aud properly bal- 
lasted tt Is expected, to cut the time 
down 'to 40 minutes. Those who have 
been over the road express much pleas- 
ure at tbe route that has been selected 
aud are loud in their praises of the roll- 
ing stock of the company. The open 
cars are large, heavy aud comfortable 
aud give promise of ability to make 
fast time overa smooth track. Through 
the private right of way there will be no 
drawback to fast runuiug aud a speedy 
schedule will be maintained.

destroyed. At tbe crossing of Staun- 
ton river, twenty miles farther south, 
Wilson found the bridge guarded by 
earthworks, garrisoned by Infantry and 
supplied with artillery. The river was 
not fordable, and a brave attack, led 
by General Kantz, failed to carry the 
position. At this moment W. H. F. 
Lee brought up bis cavalry division 
and attacked Wilson in the rear and 
managed to divide Wilson and Kautz 
and to put bis whole force between 
them. 


The raiders were now 100 miles with- 


in the enemy's lines. 
The news of 


their destructive work had gone into 
Petersburg, and the forces there were 
scattering in all directions to intercept 
them. At every crossroad they found 
militia troops In position to 'oppose 
them, and often their scouting parties 
and pickets were surrounded and made 
prisoners. The cavalrymen of Wilson 
and Kautz were continually In the sad- 
dle, not daring to encamp for sleep or 
to cook rations. Their fare was any- 
thing that could be had, sometimes 
kernels of bard corn, which men and 
horses munched together. 


Wilson sent word to Kautz to retire 


the best he could, and with his own 
force he traveled as rapidly as possible 
back toward the Weldon road. A rap- 
id ride of eighty miles brought him to 
the Nottoway river, thirty miles south 
of Petersburg and ten miles from the 
Weldon road. From this point Wilson 
started northeast on a road that would 
carry him across the Weldon road and 
to Prince George's Court House, east 
of Petersburg and In rear of Meade's 
army.

EGGPLANT. 


IU Suocennfnl Cultivation — Packln* 


For Market—Good Vmrletle*. 


For the successful cultivation of egg- 


plant continual perseverance and eter- 
nal vigilance are necessary from the 
time the seed is sown until the fruit is 
ready for market, nearly six months. 
Seed Is sown on March 1 in hotbeds 
or hothouse in rows three Inches apart, 
not too deep, as a quick start is neces- 
sary on account of the tenderness'of 
the plant. Before sowing the bed is 
watered, well worked up and warmed. 
After the seed is sown the rows arc 
covered with sand to insure quick 
germination and present dampening. 


After the plants are up large euougli 


to handle they are transplanted undet 
glass into five inch pots or six Inct 
sods. 
About June 1 the plants arc 


ready to be set out after having beer 
well aired and toughened to withstand 
any cool weather that may follow 
Land that has been well manured Is 
then marked off in rows four feet eack 
way. a hole is dug at each cross line1 


for sod with plant to set In and ground 
well pressed around the plant and wa- 
tered. The field is then well cultivated 
both ways between the rows with horse 
cultivators, after which the plants are 
well boed to keep the ground loose and 
kill the weeds. 


The fruit should be ready for markel 


by Aug. 15, provided the bugs and 
weather have not discouraged their 
too much. The eggs are then cut and 
packed in small crates balding from 
thirty to thirty-six, according to size. 
The best strain I have as yet grown 
Is Purple Perfection, thornless, an im- 
proved strain of New York and New 
Jersey Purple. The last two seasons 
eggplant culture has not been a howl- 
Ing success on account of the wet and 
cold weather interfering with th« 
plants to a great extent, concludes ac 
Illinois writer in American Agricul- 
turist.

Ai tuberculosis i» communicable from 


oue penou to auotber, through, aml 
ouly tbrouirb, tbe Infected aplttle, dried 
aud iurutled luto the luugii ea duti 
•pitting vbould be (voided by every 
oue, whether -wlthiM or out of doors 
aud eplttiug by otben iibould be seUu- 
louily prevented. If thin were dune 
tbe disease would HX>U cease to origi. 
Date iu Newport, aud tbe cue* brought 
lu from ouuido would yield to appro. 
prlate care. 
Theoretically, tbe «ireM way to ecu- 


trol tuberculoBis would be by isolation 
from tbe well, tbe removal of advanced 
onaiumptive* to special hoapltala or 
aaultoria, wbere tbey could be almost 
conitautly In tb* open air, aud where 
there would be tew chance of their 
•put*. Infecting otben. Thta would 
however, iu many luitaucee be attended 
by real or teeming hardship, aud a 
tot tb* pmeut at leart, practically im- 
pottibl* for tbe majority of ctuee. 


Tbe maiu thing, therefore, to be «. 


tempted U, while permitting consurup. 
tlvM to remain lu their hornet, ptl> 
vlded tbey can there have proper su- 
pervision and care, to render these 
borne* ai safe, Militarily, aa possible. 
For this end, absolute cleanliness j, 
neceueary. All damp and dark plates 
ID the bouse should be remedied. The 
•ick or threatened penou 
should, 


wherever possible, bave a large and 
pleasant chamber, with pleuty of sun- 
light aud abundant ventilation. It has 
well been said that "tbe real battlefield 
of tuberculoata 1» iu tbe homes, where 
tbe disease la born aud bred." 


After all it is, indeed, tbe borne, thi 


bouae, flint aud lait and all tbe time, 
to which attention must be given. Out 
of doors, a large proportion of tbe mic- 
robes of tuberculosis are destroyed bv 
sunlight, or driven by the wind to sea, 
or to uninhabited places; but iu tbe 
bouae tbe children are reared, and tbey 
aud tbe adults are exposed by night 
aud by day to Inhalation of fatal germi 
that may lurk iu every dark corner, 
remaining living for yean even, though 
drv and dual, aud at any moment able 
to 'seize tbeir prey and destroy him. 


PREVENTION. 


This being tbe case, the first step 


towards prevention is to secure the Im- 
munity of tbe homes within. 


A second is to prevent the entrance 


of dust, which may be infected, into 
bouses, aud stores of any kind wbere 
food is kept for sale. Tbe wiud, to be 
sura, cannot be controlled, but methods 
of sweeping, collection and removi! 
can. 
A third is that there should be fre- 


quent official examinations, by pet- 
sous skillel in bacteriology, of the chil- 
dren attending public, parochial, and 
private schools. This is now provided 
in many American cities, and the re- 
sult has been most beneficial. Not 
merely are other communicable dis- 
eases thus early detected, but the bacilli 
of tuberculosis found where consump- 
tion had been unsuspected. 


Similarly, in doubtful cases, wbere 


consumption is feared, the sputa should 
be microscopically examined. If a pbv- 
siciau Is lu attendance, be should attend 
to this, but if not, aud application i- 
made to the Secretary of this Associa- 
tion, he will see that it is done, through 
arrangements made by the Board of 
Health. 
It will be seen that to overcome 


tuberculosis it is absolutely necessary 
' for every person to take direct interest 
iu the matter, and to aid this Associa- 
tion by every means iu their power. 
The Association will endeavor, from 
time to time aud an occasion may per- 
mit, to advise the community aa to the 
measures found most efficient iu coin- 
bating tuberculosis. It is for the peo- 
ple to accept aud put iu practice the 
counbel'thus given. 
There are a great many details con- 


cerning the relief, control and preven- 
tion of tuberculosis for which there I; 
here no apace. These will be duly con- 
sidered iu lectures, free to all, that are 
soon to be delivered in pursuance of 
the work of the Association.

excursions in .New York harbor and 
bay and Long Island sound.

17th nmiuiil excursion of the Sunday

•drawn from tlie dense population of 
the lower Bust and West Sides, and the 
<Jenernl Slocum bad been chartered to 
«arry the excursionists to Locust Grove, 
one of the many resorts on Long Isl- 
and sound. 


It is variously estimated that there 


were between 1500 and 2300 persons 
on board the General Slocum when she 
left the pier at Third street. East river, 
though the Knickerbocker Steamboat 
company, which owns the steamer, of- 
ficially states that the number of pas- 
•engers was 873, that being only one- 
third of tlie vessel's capacity. 
It is 


thought, however, that there were sev- 
.«ral hundred of young children, for 
whom fares are not usually charged oil 
:these excursions. 


There are stories of rotten life pre- 


servers niid of life preservers placed 
•out of reach, of the failure of the crew 
to fight the tire and of the captain's 
mistake in not heading for the nearest 
.land; but few know exactly what hap- 
pened In that terrible scene of suffer- 
ing and death, for many of the sur- 
vivors are practically insane and huu- 
drecis of others are in tlie 'hospitals. 


DETAILS "OFlnSASTER 


•Overturned Pot of Grease Said 


to Have Started the Fire 


The scene on the clocks of the steamer 


ai she proceeded up the East river was 
one of harmless merrymaking cus- 
tomary on such occasions. The mass of 
.Dags on the vessel fluttered In the 
Inne breezes, the bands were.playing 
«nd the children were singing or danc- 
ing or waving handkerchiefs and flags 
'In answer to the salutations of those on 
thore or on passing steamers. 


At the extreme eastern end of Kan- 


Sail's island, off 135th street, there Is a 
stretch of water known as the Sunken 
Meadows. At this point, just as crowds 
were watching the

tteatner from the shore, the General 
Blocum took fire and as the age of the 
vessel—she was built In 1801—had re- 
. lulled In the drying of the wood with 
which she was almost entirely built 
she was soon a mass of flame. 


The fire is said to have broken out 


In the lunch room on the forward deck 
through the overturning of a pot of 
.freaac. The wind was nigh and all ef- 
forts to subdue the fire were 
futile. 


At I34th street there are several lum- 
ber yards and oil tanks and as Captain 
VanSchalck, In command of the Gen- 
eral Slocum, started to turn his vessel 
towards the shore, he was warned that 
It would set fire to the lumber and oil, 
tnd so he changed his course for North 
Brother Island, half a 
mile away,

In the meantime the passengers had 


become panic-stricken and those who 
were not caught by the flames rushed to 
the stern of the vessel, where uundrdes 
lumped overboard into the swiftly run- 
ning water. It Is alleged that the life 
preservers were too securely fastened 
to their holdings to be available, and 
stories are told of frantic efforts by 
strong men to cut them loose; but even 
if they could have been torn down they 
were too high up for the children to 
reach them. It is also alleged that no 
attempt was made to get out the fire 
apparatus at the first cry of "Fire," 
though Captain VanSchalck says that 
he Immediately rang the bells for get- 
ting out the apparatus. According to 
several statements, no attempt was 
made to lower boats or life rafts. 


FRIGHTFUL INDEED 


Steamer's Flame-Enveloped Bun 


to North Brother Island 


The race to North Brother Island was 


horribly dramatic. It was while the 
flames, which had now been fanned Into 
a fury by the strong head wind, were 
-consuming hundreds, 
both old and 


young. The scene was one of frightful 
panic, with men, women and children 
jumping overboard and being lashed by 
the whirlpools of the channel against 
the vessel's sides. Women and chil- 
dren were crowding together on the 
hurricane deck, which soon burned 
away and fell, and It Is believed that 
most of those on this deck were burned. 


The after rail gave way and the pas- 


sengers who had crowded against It 
were pushed and crowded 
Into the 


river. Mothers and children became 
separated and frantically sought each 
other, while In several cases fathers 
and mothers, getting their children to- 
gether, jumped with them into the 
water. 
Little children holding each 


other by the hand jumped together and 
were afterwards found clasped in each 
other's arms. It is alleged that men 
fought with womento escape, resulting 
In the trampling under foot of scores 
of children. 


During her flame-enveloped run to 


North Brother 
islniid the (ieneral 


Slocum's whistles kept blowlnp for as- 
sistance, but before the whistles bcpin 
to blow, several tugs, Hie captains of 
which had seen the outbreak-of the live, 
started after the vessel, joined by a 
yacht, while rowboats put out from the 
shore. The number of these craft con- 
stantly grew, anil not the least dra- 
matic incidents of the o.ntastroiilie were 
the efforts of tlie people on these boata 
to rescue those who had jumped over- 
board from tlie Ronoral Slocum. Men 
crowded to rail* of the tugs and caught 
up the drowning persons as they were 
borne by the current. There were many 
thrilling rescues by this means. 


North Brother island, where the ves- 


sel was beached, contains a scarlet 
fever ward. Tlie patients, who wit- 
nessed the disaster, were ordered in- 
doors and the doctors hastened to the 
rescue of those who had been washed 
ashore, but some scores of persons died 
while they were being attended to. 


The crowd around the morgue and 


the department of charities pier last 
evening was much greater than Wed- 
nesday night. By 8 o'clock the line of 
people waiting to be allowed to enter 
and look upon the 
rows of 
bodies 


ranged within extended for many 
blocks. About 200 were allowed to en- 
ter at a time and as they thinned out- 
some with their fears turned to terrible 
tertaiuty as they had come face to face 
with the cold form of their loved ones, 
and others, roused to faint hopes by 
their failure to rind what they dreaded— 
they were gently shown to the street, 
and another party admitted to undergo 
the heart-rending ordeal. 


At one time at least 1500 people were 


In the long line awaiting admittance, 
besides the hundreds of morbidly cu- 
rious persons who ilned the adjacen'l 
streets. 


Despite the many curious ones, the 


crowd was reverent. 
Often, as the 


groups talked in low tones of the ca- 
tastrophe, from the interior of the pier 
shed would come a despairing cry which 
told that some one else In the silenl 
rows of bodies had been Identified.

St. Peteriburg, June 17.-Euiperor 


.N'lcholas has received the

telegram, dated June 10, from General 
Kuropatkin: 


I have received the following dispatch 


from Lieutenant General Baron Stakel- 
berg, dated June 10, 1:20 a. in: 


"Yesterday I had Intended to attack 


the enemy's right flank, but Just as our 
troops had been assigned for the pur- 
pose and were beginning to BUCWM- 
fully envelop the enemy's right flank, 
the Japanese In their turn attacked my 
right flank with a superior force, and 
I was compelled to retreat by three 
roads to the north. 
Our losses are 


heavy, but they are not yet completely 
known. 


"During the engagement the Third 


and Fourtu batteries of the First artil- 
lery brigade were literally cut to pieces 
by the Japanese shells. Of 16 guns, 
13 were rendered completely useless 
aud were abandoned. 


"The conduct of the troops was ex- 


cellent, a largo porportlon of them re- 
fusing to retire until after they had 
been repeatedly ordered to do so." 


The popular disappointment felt In 


St. Petersburg over tlie result of Stakel- 
berg's fight, which it Imd been hoped 
might turn out to lie a 
victory, Is 


empered somewhat by the knowledge 
hat the Hussion 
force 
was over- 


whelmed by numbers. 
The fierce character of the fight is 


made evident by the fact that the Hus- 
ton* were again forced to abandon 
:heir guns, thus Indicating, as in pre- 
vious encounters, the superiority of the 
apanese artillery. 
The Russian official reports of the 
.sacs are awaited with the keenest 
nterest. The war office declines to ac- 
ept the Japanese figures unreservedly, 
ilthough the officials frankly admit that 
hey believe the Russian casualties 
were severe. 


The keenest interest Is now mani- 


fested in the reported advance of tw» 
fapancse divisions from Slu Yen with 
he Intention of taking General Stakel- 
berg In the rear. It is realized that If 
his report should prove true, the Rus- 
sian commander may be unable to ei- 
trlcate himself and that If he should 
ie cut off from General Ktiropatkin's 
main army the fate of the detachment 


ronld be sealed. 
The public derives some consolation 


from the foreign reports of tha raid, 
southwards made by the Vladivostok 
squadron. While it is believed that the 
squadron has returned to Vladivostok, 
t hns not yet been officially confirmed, 
and no news of the squadron's eipcdi- 
:ion hns yet come from Russian sources.

It seems probable that iu tbe coming 
.presidential content-the Democrats will 
•carry Maryland, which they lost both 
time* under Bryan; tbat they will 
materially reduce the Republican ma- 
jority iu West Virginia, and will make 
.gains over four yean ago In the con- 
grenloual delegations of tbese two 
State*. New York remains the great 
puzzle of tbe East. Were it not for tbe 
/act that a Republican presidential 
ticket Is regularly stronger than a Re- 
publican State ticket, so that the presi- 
dential year has become a signal of He- 
.publlcan revival, one would suppose 
that New York would this year be 
carried by tbe Democrats. 
At all 


•events, It will be close. Tbe extremely 
narrow margin by which Odell saved 
it two yean ago over Goler; the small 
-lead which Booseveit had in 1898 over 
Van Wyck, and the proportions of Mr. 
McOlellan's victory in the greater city 
last November all support tbe view 
that the Democrats have a great deal of 
latent material there, and that If this is 
properly organized aud officered their 
•chance of carrying New York State is 
regularly better than that of their op- 
ponents. • 


The hopeful thing for the Republi- 
cans lu the New York situation lu the 
greater strength of their presidential 
usues, over the State aud municipal. 
Thousands of Germans who voted for 
Coler and McClellau, as a rebuke to 
the Low administration and the "hay- 
seed" Legislature at Albany, will sup- 
port tbe Republican presidential ticket. 
Beneficiaries of various Republican in- 
stitutions, actual aud expectant, will 
remember tbe national ticket when 
they forget the local tickets bearing the 
same emblem. Of these institutions 
the protective tariff and tbe Pension 
Office are the chief. Nor should the 
subsidy bill be wholly overlooked. The 
Republicans as a party have a great 
many hooks out for catching voters 
who are not ordinarily allied with 
them, and in no State Is this more true 
than New York. 
Hence Republican 


majorities on tbe electoral ticket, like 
tbat for Qarfield iu 1880 aud for Harrl- 
HOU in 1888, In the midst of a series of 
Democratic majorities ou local 
Is- 
sues. 


New Jersey votes very much as doee 


New York,- except tbat of late years it 
has been slightly more Republican iu 
proportion to population. Connecticut 
Is still more Republican. A Democra- 
tic tide would have to rise exceptional- 
ly high in the East to carry New York. 
New Jereey and Connecticut, the old 
Democratic combination. A moderate 
Democratic tide will carry Maryland, 
while a fairly strong oue would be 
necessary to carry New York. 
But 


this is about all the territory that IB in 
dispute east of the Allegnenies. 
Dela- 
ware's three votes will be Republican 
as long as Mr. Addicka continues to 
speud money'there, and in the present 
alignment of partita-, it would probably 
be Republican by a slight majority 
without him. Were 'the Democrats to 
nominate George Gray for tbe presiden- 
cy local pride would give them tbat 
State. Aud he would make New York 
and New Jersey extremely close. 


\VEST OF THE ALLEQHEMES. 


West of tbe Allegheny Mountains, 


north of the Ohio river and east of the 
Missouri, the country will probably be 
Kuriirised the luoruiiiK after election by 
the firmness of tbe Republican majori- 
ties 
Aside from Missouri which Is 


counted with the South, the only States 
Unit are ever doubtful there are Indi- 
ana aud Illinois. With a conservative 
Democratic candidate of the Parker 
type, aud without a strong affirmative 
Issue, there is no great danger that the 
Republicans will lose either of these.

Dubois of Idaho, a. a Democrat, Is 
playiug tbe game for all that It M 
worth, bul b« must meet lu doing It 
some very ahrewd aud resourceful Re- 
publicans wbo will advue tbe Mor- 
moua to suapeud judgment as to what 
tbe party iu power purposes to do until 
after election, aud this advise will pro- 
bably be accepted.

Iu Montana tbe 
chances are in the otber direction. 
These State* are small aud will not 
greatly affect result*.

THE SOLIDITY OF THE SOUTH. 


General William F. Draper, in dis- 


cussing the campaign outlook, said to 
tbe Transcript correspondent some 
months ago tbat tbe South would come 
up to the Mason aud Dixon line with 
exceptional strength and solidity. Tuis 
is undoubtedly true. Kentucky, which 
was carried for McKiuley in 1896 aud 
lost by a rather narrow margin lu 1900 
will, without doubt, give tbe Democra- 
tic candidate a substantial majority. 
Missouri will support Parker or auy 
Democrat like him. As already noted 
Maryland will probably go back to the 
Democratic column and West Virginia 
will reduce Its Republican majority. 
Delaware, should Addicki be removed 
from tbe equation, would be close. Mr. 
Rooaevelt has seriously offended the 
South iu tbe Booker Washington epi- 
sode and in tbe Crnm appointment. 
The south bas, besides, been growing 
steadily Democratic for a number of 
yean. The Republican congressional 
districts which were scattered through 
tbe mountain regions of tbat section, 
have gradually shrivelled up or else 
blown away entirely. In Missouri the 
Democrat* have reduced the minority 
representation to one, in Kentucky to 
one, and In Tennessee to two. 
North 


Carolina, which formerly had several 
mountain Republican 'districts, now 
has none. Virginia has a solitary Re- 
publican iu the House. In 1896 a ma- 
jority of tbe congressmen from Virginia 
were Republicans. Tbe theory tbat 
tbe repeal of the Federal election laws 
aud the elimination of the Negro, by 
State amendments aud lawe, from tbe 
ballot box, would gradually bring about 
a division of tbe controlling white pop- 
ulation as in the days before the war, 
does not work. There Is no roam for 
self-congratulation "over the way the 
race issue in politics has been handled 
lu our own Southern country. 
It IB 


customary for Republicans campaign- 
ers to assert that tbe Republican party 
always settles every great question 
right, and that its policies always come 
out for the best. But there is very little 
room for this sort of congratulation in a 
review of the Southern situation. 
Slave-holding States furnished one- 
third as many meu to the Union as to 
the Confederacy. 
1'our slave-holdiug 
States remained with tbe Union. The 
Old Dominion, the Mother of Presi- 
dents, was sollt in two because of tbe 
adherence of Its western half to the 
Union cause. Oue would have sup- 
posed that people who fought together 
iu a war would have voted together • ou 
the issues growing-out of that struggle, 
but tbe Republican plan of reconstruc- 
tion promptly drove every border State 
Into the Democratic party. 
West 


Virginia, which seceded from the Old 
Dominion to fight for the Union, has 
been represented in tbe Seuate until 
very recent years by veterans of the 
Confederacy. 
Kentucky was not a 


Democratic State before tbe war, but 
intensely Whig. 
It gave twice as 


many men to the Union army as to 
tbe Confederacy, and yet issues grow- 
ing out of tbe war sent its majority 
ever to the Southern side. 
There it 
meets tbe North In tbe coming con- 
test. 
Nor is the situation less flattering If 


viewed on the basis of representation. 
Tbe Negro was given the ballot, but he 
is making no use of it. 
Tbe white 


Democrats have succeeded in getting a 
proxy in Congrem and in the electoral 
college on the vote which they do not 
allow him to cast. John T. Morgan 
of Alamaba was undoubtedly long- 
headed when be supported tbe McKln- 
ley policy of tropical acquisition ou the 
ground tbat It would bring into the 
Union territory those whose ultimate 
affiliations would be with tbe South 
rather than the North. Southern lead- 
ers have been great diplomatists.

Translating business letters received 


lu Chicago from foreign countries and 
making business replies iu tbe same 
language has come to be one of the 
profitable side lines of stenography and 
typewriting. 
Just after the Spanish war, when 


Cuba and other Spanish territory came 
Into close touch with Chicago as a 
business center, mauy stenographers 
undertook to master the Spanish lan- 
guage to tbe extent of business corre- 
spondence. But even before this there 
was a necessity for typewriting in for- 
eign language*, aud as this necessity 
bas grown the Monographer has kept 
pace with tbe demand. 


Tbe card of a young woman opera- 


tor lu one of the largest office build- 
ings reads: "Translations in French, 
German, Spanish, Italian, aud Portu- 
guese. Typewriting done iu the above 
languages.'' Tbta young woman not 
only can accomplish this, but the de- 
maud for the work Is steady. Ordin- 
arily the business man, through a mes- 
senger, sends the business letter which 
he receives, and when the work Is done 
the letter Is posted back to him, worked 
into good English. 
If it be au order 


that Is to be filled, or the request for 
prices, some one capable of replying to 
the letter is sent to tbe office of the 
young woman and, taking the dicta- 
tion in English, she translates it into 
mauy lauguagesat her command. 
This work IB better paid than is the 


ordinary stenographic work of the bet- 
ter class, aud tbu lime la approaching 
wheu the mastery of two or three lan- 
guages at least may be looked for ae 
oue of the exactions of the school of 
shorthand aud typewriting.—Chicago 
Tribune.

It In eminently proper tha t the 
wouieu uf Wyoming,who have bad full 
suUrage longer tbau auy other women 
iu tbe world, abould thus express their 
fraterual feeling for tbe international 
movement, which is liukiug together 
tbe suffrage wouieu of all nations. 


AaericM driife for WBMI'I E^ulity. 


Tbe American; Grunge Bulletin and 


Scientific Farmer, official representa- 
tive of Ibe National Grange, iu a recent 
Issue published "The Grange Declara- 
tion of Purposes," and lu auuouuciug 
its "Ideal of Womanhood" aatd:— 
"The Grange was the flnt of frater- 


nal organizations to recognize womsu'a 
equality witb man—a fact tbat la of 
luting bouor to tbe Founders of tbe 
Order of Patrons of Husbandry. It is 
worthy of particular note Ibat tbe right 
or women to au equal voice aud vote 
lu Orange meetings wai not formerly 
announced, but simply 
taken for 


granted. There wat. no struggle for 
rfgbts; there was no demand for privi- 
leges; but as mau aud woman have 
equal responsibilities iu tbe home, it 
was naturally aud 'properly assumed 
tbat they should stand on a common 
level lu au organization made up of the 
home-keeping people of ihe country."

assurauce of the eventful establishment 
of woman suffrage. "My constituency," 
said General Jackson, "begins with 
the drat cross-road out of town." With 
the Grange aud ;the Federation of 
Labor ou tbe side of woman suffrage, 
success In only a question of time. 


Women More CoucieitiMt than Men In 


Their Political Datta. 


Mrs. Sarah Platt Decker of Colorado, 


the newly elected president of tbe Gen- 
eral Federation of Women's Clubs, 
says iu tbe reply to the general objec- 
tions brought forward against woman 
suffrage 


"I do not hesitate to say that tbe 


best women of Colorado bave far more 
conscience in fulfilling their respougi- 
billtiee as voten tbau tbe meu of tbe 
same claw. We are constantly asked, 
'But bow do prominent women, with 
their many obligations, have time for 
politics?' My dear Madam Behind-tbe 
-Times, It takes just about oue hour iu 
a year to cast all the ballots necessary 
and allowable! 
"Has the woman vote completely 


purified politics? It would be beyond 
reason to expect such a reault. Women 
have been in churches aud In society 
since the beginning of time, but there 
are still vicious minds and sinful deeds 
in both religious aud society circles. 
The presence of women at tbe polls as 
officers aud voters has brought quiet 
aud order, while party conventions are 
much freer from personal wrangles, 
profane language aud vulgar allusions, 
because women are Bitting as dele- 
gates. 


"All thiuklug women admit that we 
bave made borne mistakes since we 
have bad the suffrage. 
But that has 


been the experience of all uewly-eu- 
frauchised people. Iu the beginning, 
the women voters uf Colorado had no 
guide except tbe traditions aud advice 
of tbe men of their families aud ac- 
quaintance. Tbat leaching was the old 
oue of party politics. We followed a 
blind lead; and to me it was a terrible 
awakening to discover that my party 
was just as bad as tbe other, and the 
other purty fully as hlghuiiuded in its 
purposes as mine. But, iu spite of auy 
mistakes or disappointments, there IB 
au indescribable uplift iu the thought 
tbat oue is no longer classed with crim- 
inals, paupera and idiots; aud there Is a 
much more chivalroua devotion aud re- 
spect ou the part of the men, who look 
upou their sisters uot as playthiugs, 
uoras property, but as equals and, fel- 
low-citizens." 


In Behalf of Workinf Girls. 


Mrs. Harriet Slanton Blatch, daugh- 


ter of Elizabeth Cady Stauton, at a 
meeting not long ago spoke on suffrage 
from tbe point of view, of the wage 
earner. She said: 


"The old home employments have 


come out Into the great world of busi- 
ness. Men have organized industry, 
and transferred Ihe spinning wheel 
from ihe chimney corner to Ihe mills. 
More than half of the cotton workers 
are women. Legislators are beginning 
to deal witb the age at which women 
ruay work, the hours aud conditions of 
women's labor. Some people say wo- 
men may work, but must have no voice 
as to the conditions for fear they should 
be injured by politics. These people 
remind me of ihe two Irishmen who 
went out oue night to shoot their land- 
lord. They lay ia wait beside tbe road 
for an hour and for two hours, but still 
be did not come. At last oue of them 
put his head out aud peered down the 
road, saying anxiously, '0, Pat, I hope 
no harm has come to the poor old gen- 
tleman!' A similar generous solicitude 
weigrj on the hearts of those meu aud 
women who say that men alone should 
legislate for working girls." 


"Academy" or "sightseer's" head- 


ache is one of the numerous ills of mod- 
ern civilization. According to recent 
observations of Mr. Simeon Snell, de- 
scribed in the London Hospital, ihere 
la reason lo attribute It, in part at least, 
to strain ou tbe muscles that turn the 
eyeballs upward. A lady wbo found 
no inconvenience in visiting the theatre 
wbeu she sat lu tbe dress circle always 
suffered from severe headache when 
she sat in the orchestra, where she had 
to look up. 'Ihe same effect la pro- 
duced In picture galleries, especially in 
looking at pictures hung above the line. 
Cyclists who hang over the handle bars 
and turn their eyes up tu look ahead 
have the same trouble, and KU do com- 
positors aud people iu many oilier oc- 
cupallons requiring continued use of 
tbe elevator muscles. The eyeballs 
move from side to nkle with leas strain 
and discomfort tbau up aud down.
